Such a notion, however, has been 
broached by un American cattle-raiser. 
He maintains that, in raising young 
horned cattle, and, for that matter, in 
keeping grown-up cattle, a considerable 
share of the nutriment given them gues 
to their horns. 

The same gentleman argues that the 
horns of domestic cattle are a relic of 
barbarisin—a survival of a means of 
defense associated with a wild life, and 
are now nes only no longer needed, but 
positively mischievous. The horned 
bullies of a herd get more and the 
weaker onca less than their share of 
the fodder. 

But how are the horns to be got rid 
of? Begularly cutting off the horns of 
young cattle will not prevent subse- 
quent generations of young cattle froin 
developing hcrns as they grow to ma- 
turity, any inore than the shaving of 
men's beards for many generations 
makes men beardless. 

There is a way, however, in which it 
could be done. -A certain proportion of 
cattle turn out to be hornless. If only 
such cattle were used to breed from, 
undoubtedly a great proportion of their 
offspring wouid be hornless, and in the 
course of time a race of unhorned cat- 
tle would be produced—ameng which, 
however, individaals with horns would 
probably be even more common hem | 
hornless cattle are now. 

Domestication has undoubtedly re- 
duced the size of ecattle’s horns consic- 
erably. Under doim-sticatioa, the horns 
are much less used, and consequently 

inferior; but they are not got rid of 
altogether except in rare cases, and 
then seeminvly only by a freak of na-
